It is not often you get to go 
out on patrol with the police 
as an observer. 

It is a privileged position to 
sit and watch officers doing 
their jobs. 

But last week, I hit the road 
with PC Alex Prentice and 
PC Kevin O’Dell as they 
cracked down on driv¬ 
ers breaking the 
‘fatal four’: driv¬ 
ing under the 
influence of 
drugs, drink 
driving, driv¬ 
ing while 

using a mobile 
phone and not 
wearing a seat 
belt. 

Each officer is 
linked up via an ear¬ 
piece to police control which 
tells them what to be aware 
of and what is 

happening. 

The only thing you can 
hear in the car is the engine 
and the repetitive click, click 
of the Automatic Number 
Plate Recognition (ANPR) 
system which is linked up so 
vehicles behind the police 
car as well as those coming 


towards it are spotted. 

Local Response Officer PC 
Prentice, in the driving seat, 
has been trained to be level 
of response and pursuit 
driver level. 

There are different driving 
levels for officers to be 
trained at including basic 
driving, operation driving 
which allows them to 
drive a police car, up 
to response driver 
and response and 
pursuit. 

At the top level 
is advanced driv¬ 
ing which 

includes 
tactical, pursuit 
and containment. 
This style of driving 
allowed PC Prentice, who 
has been with the force for 
12 years, to be aware of what 
was going on around him, 
what was happening on the 
road ahead of him and the 
best way for him to assess 
each bend or straight. 

PC Prentice said: “I cover 
everything from road traffic 
incidents to crime and am 
the initial response when a 
999 call comes through.

He then worked with

the Accommodation of the 
Single Homeless to manage 
his alcohol problem. 

“It took time and was 
ard work, but I made 
a decision to be 
bstinent and I am 
ow rebuilding 
y life,” he said. 
“Giving money 
to rough sleepers 
is not a good idea 
and it’s often the 
money gets spent on 
an addiction. People could 
give food or drink, but really 
they should tell them to go to 
Oasis House as they will help.”

Clubber dies in 
‘tragic accident’

A nightclub in 
Northampton town cen¬ 
tre has closed for the 
week following the 
shock death of a 
Northampton Saints 
steward who also 
worked as a hospital 
porter in the town. 

Tributes have been 
pouring in after the sad 
news of the death of 
Vincent Lovell - who died 
in a ‘tragic and 
devastating accident’ at 
Retro Bar last Sunday. 

Known to friends as 
‘Vinnie’, the 41-year-old 
worked as a porter at 
Northampton General 
Hospital, and was also 
well known as a steward 
at Northampton Saints. 

Posts on social media 
refer to Vincent, who 
used to attend 
Fitness4Less and Pure 
Gym in the town as part 
of 24FitClub fit camp, 
suffering a fall down the 
stairs at the club on 
Bridge Street in the early 
hours of Sunday. 

A statement from the 
bar, describing Vincent 
as a ‘popular figure’ with 
a ‘kind nature and warm 
caring heart’, said staff at 
the bar ‘fought 
desperately to give 
immediate medical 
assistance in the hope of 
helping him’. 

The hundreds of trib¬ 
utes on Vincent’s 
Facebook page describe 
him as ’one of the kindest 
and caring people that 
walked this earth’ who 
‘always had a smile on 


his face’. 

Jake Sanders (pictured 
below), who trained 
Vincent at 24FitClub, 
said: “Heartbroken to 
hear the news buddy. 
Never met someone so 
kind hearted to everyone 
around him, always had 
time for you no matter 
who you we’re and 
always cared. 

“Over the time I’ve 
know you Vincent Lovell 
I’ve never met someone 
who’s tried to change 
their life like you have, 
put the effort in when 
you know it uncomforta¬ 
ble, always trying to bet¬ 
ter yourself even if you 
were worried you’d look 
bad, always took that 
extra step. 

“I can’t believe your 
gone and I won’t get to 
see that smile mate or 



just be around to see you 
transform anymore. Rest 
in peace mate, will miss 
you.” 

Another tribute reads: 
“RIP Vincent Lovell. Last 
time we spoke you were 
with me when I went in 
for my op in NGH. You 
were comforting to me 
when I was feeling so 
anxious. You were also a 
friend to me at the Saints. 
My condolences to all 
you have left behind. 
Xxx” 

One friend wrote: 
“Crying a tear for Vincent 
Lovell in Greece tonight 
- the kindest most genu¬ 
ine hearts I ever had the 
pleasure of meeting you 
sir have been taken way 
too young:( 

“You always had a smile 
on your face and the grit 
and determination to 
succeed you inspire us to 
work harder, to be better, 
and to never give up no 
matter what you’re faced 
with there are no excuses 
to not be the best you can 
be! 

“Rest in peace knowing 
you touched a lot of 
hearts and inspired a lot 
of people and will truly 
be missed.”

Driver is jailed for 
paralysing sisters

A driving instructor who left 
two girls paralysed after col¬ 
liding into their family car 
during a road-rage chase in 
Northants has been jailed for 
four and a half years. 

Katrina Raiba, five, and her 
sister, Karlina, eight, were left 
paralysed from the waist 
down after Andrew Nay 
caused the crash on the A509 
near Wellingborough on 
October 3 last year while 
chasing another car. 

Northampton Crown Court 
heard that Nay, aged 39 - who 
worked as a driving instruc¬ 
tor for Jaguar Land Rover - 
was tailgating another driver 
before turning right at a junc¬ 
tion and ploughing into the 
victims’ Vauxhall Signum. 

Nay, from Corby, admitted 
causing serious injury by

dangerous driving, but 
denied he was in pursuit of 
another car in the run-up to 
the crash. 

Judge Adrienne Lucking QC 
jailed him at a sentencing 
hearing last Friday and dis¬ 
qualified him from driving 
for just over six years. 

The judge, following a 
three-day hearing, rejected 
Nay’s testimony over the road 
rage claim, and ruled that he 


was guilty of these actions 
which had culminated in the 
collision. 

During the hearing, the 
court heard how Nay had 
been tailgating a woman who 
was driving a Mazda people 
carrier, leaving her so scared 
that it forced her to overtake a 
car in front at a junction. 

After the women turned 
into the junction, Nay - in his 
Land Rover - was left behind 
a Mercedes which was next in 
line to cross into the junction. 
But while the driver was wait¬ 
ing for an opening in the traf¬ 
fic, Nay undertook the 
Mercedes and attempted to 
make the turning. 

Devastatingly, it was at this 
point Nay collided with an 
oncoming Vauxhall Signum 
family car - leaving mother 
and father Renate Raiba and 
Roberts Raibais with broken 
bones, and their children 
paralysed.

The protest was more 
than being about the EU 
- indeed some of the 
protestors support the 
Leave campaign. It was 
about the type of poli¬ 
tics that Nigel Farage 
and UKIP represent. 

The protest, which 
brought together a wide 
range of people, from 
across the political 
spectrum, also was not 
about dampening free¬ 
dom of speech - it was 
about ensuring that 
when Farage spoke there 
was a counter argu¬ 
ment. The protestors 
were peaceful, and 
indeed the police con¬ 
firmed that they did not 
advise Farage to cancel 
his visit due to us. 

It is hard to see how 
Farage can follow his 
pledge to stand up to 
Europe when he failed 
to be able to stand up 
and have his voice heard 
against 30 peaceful pro¬ 
testors. 

We can emphasise 
with those who were 
disappointed with 
Farage’s decision not to 
come, as he clearly let 
his supporters down. 

However for us, we saw 
this as a positive -we are 
proud that the type of 
politics that UKIP and 
Farage represents did 
not step foot in our town 


centre - a town that has 
a long history of sup¬ 
porting migrants and 
refugees; a history we 
should be proud of. 

On the angry exchang¬ 
es between Nigel 
Farage’s supporters and 
the protesters: 

The Farage supporters 
seemed to get agitated 
when it was confirmed 
that he would not be 
attending - however 
within that there were 
attempts of intimidation 
by UKIP supporters who 
came up to our relatively 
small protest and start¬ 
ed shouting and abusing 
members of the group. 
We stood our ground. 
Police eventually moved 
THEM on. 

The sad thing is that 
the rhetoric that was 
being spoken, or indeed 
shouted was a throw¬ 
back to the 1970’s with 
the National Front. 
Same arguments on 
immigration, “our coun¬ 
try” bring overrun, 
English nationalism of 
the most parochial and 
xenophobic kind, tinged 
with racism. 

This EU debate has 
really opened up a cess¬ 
pit of reaction, hatred 
and bigotry and allowed 
it to become respecta¬ 
ble.

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NYPD cop meets 
his hero lifesaver

A 9/11 hero who was diag¬ 
nosed with leukaemia - 
which was brought on by his 
efforts following the terror 
attack on the World Trade 
Center in New York - has met 
the Northampton woman 
who saved his life. 

New York police officer 
Greg Holgerson was told fol¬ 
lowing the diagnosis in 2012 
that a stem cell donation was 
his best hope of survival and, 
following a worldwide search 
of donors, Sue Harrison from 
Northampton was found to 
be a perfect match. 

But due to anonymity rules 
about stem cell donors, the 
two have only been allowed 
to exchange letters - through 
blood cancer charityAnthony 
Nolan - for two years follow¬ 
ing the transplant in 2014, 
until now. 

Having often wondered 
about the stranger who had 
selflessly donated to save his 
life, Greg finally met Sue, 
aged 52, last month at a fund¬ 
raising gala for the Don 
Monti Memorial Research 
Foundation in New York,

which reunites donors and 
their recipients. 

Greg said: ‘It was an unbe¬ 
lievable moment to finally 
meet Sue in person and give 
her a big hug - she’s my hero. 
It’s impossible to find the 
words to sum up what she 
has done for me and family; 
‘thank you’ just doesn’t seem 
enough. Put simply, if it 
wasn’t for her I might not be 
here today. 

“I feel lucky to have a donor 
but I’m even more fortunate 
to have Sue because she is so 
lovely. It’s been amazing to 
share our different sides of 


the story and to show her the 
impact her donation has had. 
She feels like part of the fam¬ 
ily now!”’ 

On meeting Greg, Sue said: 
“It was very emotional to 
meet him, I can’t imagine 
what he’s seen and been 
through it just seems so 
unfair that he got his cancer 
through helping others. 

“He often says he can’t 
thank me enough but seeing 
his family together and 
knowing those children will 
be able to grow up with their 
dad, his wife with a husband 
is thanks enough for me.”

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Farage ‘sorry’ to 
soaked Ukippers

Nigel Farage has said it was ‘a 
great shame’ that his 
planned visit to 
Northampton on UKIP’s 
Brexit battlebus was can¬ 
celled at the last minute 
because of a protest. 

The UKIP leader, a leading 
voice in the campaign to 
leave the EU ahead of the ref¬ 
erendum on June 23, was due 
to arrive at the Market Square 
on his purple bandwagon on 
Tuesday afternoon. 

But after angry exchanges 
between some of his 100 sup¬ 
porters and a group of 30 pro¬ 
testers - the politician was 
forced to divert to The Royal 
Oak pub in Blisworth, where 
he spoke to the media. 


There, he told the H&P that 
he was ‘sorry’ to his support¬ 
ers who waited, saying: “It is a 
great shame (that the trip was 
cancelled) and I’m sorry to 
those who waited to see me. 

“Some masked anarchists 
had turned up and we were 
advised it was going to be 
nasty and ugly, and not be a 
proper democratic debate. 

“I’m very sorry and when I 
see the supporters next I will 
buy them all a drink.” 

When asked for his reaction 
to the protest, he added: “I 
don’t like the Prime Minister 
very much, but I do listen to 
him with respect before I give 
my answer. The whole point 
of a referendum is we should 
be having a debate, and not 
having people drown out 
debates.” 


Looking ahead to the refer¬ 
endum, Mr Farage said there 
would be several benefits for 
Northants in leaving the EU. 

“There are a lot of business¬ 
es here who have never trad¬ 
ed with the EU, and yet have a 
constant rulebook of regula¬ 
tions coming onto them,” he 
said, “that pressure will ease. 
And I think public services, 
housing... all of those things, 
the pressure would ease if our 
population wasn’t increasing 
by nearly half a million peo¬ 
ple very single year. 

“The big argument for us is 
that only by leaving the EU 
can we get back control of our 
borders, get back control of 
immigration policy, and to 
ease the massive pressure 
that we are currently seeing 
on all our public services.”

FILM buffs looking for a new 
address will feel right at home in 
a development complete with 
cinema where Stanley Kubrick, 
Albert “Cubby” Broccoli and 
Steven Spielberg first watched 
their own films. 

Kubrick was a big fan of 
Denham Film Studios and would 
insist that his films were 
processed there, while more 
recently Steven Spielberg chose 
it to work on his 
Oscar-nominated film War 
Horse. 

From 1936, the studio’s film 
laboratories processed reels of 
film from some of the world’s 
most memorable TV shows, 
adverts and movies - Star Wars, 
Alien, Superman, Full Metal 
Jacket and Skyfall to name just 
a few. 

One room stored all the 
original film footage and film 
scripts for the James Bond films 
while the director’s boardroom 
table and chairs used furniture 
from My Fair Lady. Outside, a 
large water tank was the watery 




stage for Treasure Island, The

AS the leather cat-suit-clad 
Emma Peel in The Avengers and 
the only Bond girl to marry the 
commitment-phobic spy, Dame 
Diana Rigg once set pulses 
racing but is now more likely to 
be admired for her wit and 
sarcasm. 

Although voted the sexiest 
television star ever in 2002, she’s 
now more demurely dressed in 
Game of Thrones as Lady 
Olenna Tyrell, the political 
mastermind known as the Queen 
of Thorns. The role earned her 
an Emmy nomination for 
Outstanding Guest Actress in a 
Drama Series in 2013 and she’s 
appeared in subsequent series of 
the hit show. 

Rigg is a dab hand at playing 
matriarchs, recently popping up 
in TV comedy The Detectorists 
with daughter Rachel Stirling. It 
follows similar starring roles for 
the pair; a few years she 
appeared in a Victorian-era 
based episode of Doctor Who 
called The Crimson Horror 
alongside Stirling, which had

MOST Stones fans wanting to 
dine where their idols eat head 
to Sticky Fingers, Bill Wyman’s 
rock-themed American food joint 
popular with tourists. But back 
in the day, the band would often 
hang out at The Gasworks 
Restaurant - legendary for its 
famous clients and terrible food. 

In the 1970s and 80s the 
restaurant, within a green 
painted building stuffed with 
paintings and antiques, attracted 
everyone from gangsters to 
royalty. It was even claimed that 
Princess Margaret used to have 
secret liaisons there with 
notorious Fulham gangster John 
Bindon. 

The Gasworks was patronised 
by a louche crowd, attracted by 
its competitive prices and 
peculiar ambience. In the early 
days, there wasn’t a sign outside 
and potential customers had to 
ring the doorbell before being 
scrutinised through a peephole 
by the owner who would decide 
whether or not to admit them.

The 3008 style offensive

SHARP styling has become a trait 
of Peugeot’s rejuvenated line up 
and the latest model to get the 
trendy treatment is the all new 
3008 SUV. 

Dubbed the most sophisticated 
Peugeot to date, the new 3008 will 
be on the road early next year. 

It continues the style offensive 
with much more aggressive body 
lines all round and a stand-out 
radiator grille. 

But it is on the inside where the 
new 3008 makes a mark by 
becoming the first model to 
feature Peugeot’s new high tech 
i-Cockpit which is centred on two 
high definition displays. 

A bank of touch sensitive 
switches sits across the central 
control panel and the cabin is 
decked out with ambient lighting 
at night and can be characterised 
even further with a fragrance 
diffuser which dispenses three 
different aromas. 

A new-look steering wheel, flat¬ 
tened top and bottom and small¬ 
er than normal, is a dominant 
feature - but it feels good to the 
touch and so does the ergonomi¬ 
cally shaped gear lever on models 
fitted with automatic transmis¬ 
sions. 

The new 3008 is more than 


three inches longer than the 
current model and offers more 
space inside. 

Boot capacity has also been 
increased. 

There is also a fold-flat seating 
set up and the car can carry nar¬ 
row objects - such as skis - up to 
three metres in length. 

Other practical features include 
a power operated tailgate, a lower 
rear sill to help loading and a 
moveable boot floor panel which 
can also be used to slide in large 
or heavy objects. 


Peugeot will be using its new 
generation PureTech petrol and 
BlueHDi diesel engines with 
emissions as low as 100 g/km for 
the diesels. 

High tech systems include 
Apple, Android and MirrorLink 
smartphone connectivity while 
the navigation programme uses 
TomTom Traffic services which 
not only relay warnings about 
snarl ups and the like but can 
also show the price of fuel at 
nearby filling stations or the 
availability of parking spaces. 


As with the current 3008 the 
new model is fitted with 
Peugeot’s Grip Control system 
which uses electronics to maxim¬ 
ise traction over poor surfaces. 

And modifications have been 
made to help it tackle steeper 
inclines and at speeds slower 
than before - lower than walking 
pace if required to give drivers 
added confidence in nasty condi¬ 
tions. 

Prices and further specifica¬ 
tions are expected to be 
announced in the autumn.

Ibiza SE 1.0 EcoTSI 

Take a look inside...

SOMETIMES less is more, 
smaller is better and cheaper 
beats dearer. 

Take the crisply styled SEAT 
hatchback driven here; you can 
buy an Ibiza with a much bigger 
and more powerful engine that 
will add thousands to the bill. 

And yes, you’ll go either a lot 
faster (with petrol doing the 
work) or use less fuel, with 
diesel in the tank, but this 1.0- 
litre Eco car does so well with 
so little I’d not look elsewhere in 
the range. 

Not that many years ago the 
prospect of a family-sized hatch 
with a mere 1.0-litre engine 
would look like a recipe for 
frustration as queues formed 
behind on every hill. 

How times change; you can 
have the latest Ibiza with three 
versions of a three-cylinder 
999cc petrol engine with three 
power outputs and all of them 
will make a decent stab at 
providing stress free motoring. 

And it really doesn’t feel at 
all feeble when pressed. At no 
time did it feel out of its depths, 
from winding country lanes to a 
motorway cruise. 

The Ibiza comes in three 
shapes, with a three-door SC 
hatch saving £450 on the price of 


the five-door and the ST estate 
adding £700 to the bill. Engines 
range from the 1.0-litre, through 
1.2 and 1.4-litre petrol and 1.4 
diesels to the range topping 
1.8-litre petrol Cupra at more 
than £18,000. 

Less is more applies to the way 
the smallest engined Ibiza drives 
too, with the lighter engine lend¬ 
ing a delightful easy going feel to 
the steering. A light clutch and 
precise gearchange add to the 
pleasure. 

More is better when it comes 
to equipment levels, you might 
imagine. So it proves with the 
SE model on test, with standard 
kit including alloy wheels, front 
fog lights with a cornering func¬ 
tion at low speed, manual air 
conditioning, remote central 
locking, electrically adjustable 
and heated door mirrors, DAB 
radio, Bluetooth and audio and 
phone controls on the (leather 
wrapped) steering wheel. 

The car came with £580 worth 
of satellite navigation, as clear 
and easily read on its big screen 
as systems in much dearer cars. 

You wouldn’t call the Ibiza’s 
cabin plush (that’s left for dearer 
badges in the VW Group) but it 
all fits together well and - as ever 
- is set out to make the chore of 
the daily drive just that little bit 
less of a hassle.

Renault goes large with new Grand Scenic By: Chris Russon 


RENAULT is making a comeback to the seven seat MPV 
market with a new version of the Grand Scenic. The car 
- which will also be available is a five seater - is almost 
10 inches longer than the regular Scenic and has almost 
double the boot space. All models will sit on 20-inch wheels 
giving the fourth generation of the Grand Scenic addded 
road presence while the interior will feature plenty of 
technology, including a head up display for the driver. It 
will be powered by a range of diesel and petrol engines with 
power outputs ranging from 110 to 160ps and Renault will 
also be making the lower powered diesel models available 
with a quasi-hybrid powertrain which uses an electric 
motor to reduce workload on the engine and assist with 
fuel economy. The cockpit is centred on Renault’s R-Link 
2 connectivity system which uses an 8.7-inch tablet style 


multimedia display. Luggage capacity on the five door 
Grand Scenic has been increased to 765 litres and, as with 
previous versions of the Scenic, there are additional storage 
compartments throughout the cabin including underfloor 
compartments. The rear seats can slide forward to create 
extra space without reducing the number of passengers 
while the seats themselves have a fold flat function which 
can now be operated from the touchscreen. Emergency 
braking and pedestrian detection systems will be fitted to 
all models while other safety aids include a driver fatigue 
monitor, a lane keeping function and automatic cruise 
control. The new Grand Scenic - a competitor for the likes 
of the Ford Grand C-MAX and Citroen’s C4 Grand Picasso 
- is due for release later in the year and Renault says it will 
be announcing prices closer to the launch date.

THE latest Volkswagen Touareg SUV is to gain some 
extra luxury with the arrival of the new range-topping 
trim level - R-Line Plus. The 4x4 Touareg R-Line Plus 
uses the well-equipped R-Line as a starting point, and 
builds in additions inside and out. Externally, the five- 
seat SUV’s alloy wheels are upgraded from 20 inches to 
21-inch “Mallory” design. The R-Line Plus models also 
come equipped with Volkswagen’s Area View technology 
as standard. This utilises front, rear and side wide-angle 
cameras mounted within the door mirrors to provide a 
360-degree bird’s-eye exterior view of the SUV that is 
displayed on the Touareg’s dashboard display screen.

value. That figure applies whether the customer chooses 
the 204bhp 3.0-litre V6 TDI engine or the 262bhp 3.0-litre 




V6 TDI. Both offer a combined figure of 42.8 mpg, while 
C02 emissions for the 204bhp engine are 173g/km or 
174g/km for the 262bhp engine. Feautres carried over 
from the Touareg R-Line models include lowered sports 
suspension, R-Line body styling, a panoramic sunroof, 
Bi-xenon headlights, black roof-lining, a heated steering 
wheel, electric tailgate, and keyless entry. The new 
Touareg R-Line Plus is priced from £48,095.

THE iconic Escort has been named the favourite Ford of all time by fans of the UK’s best-selling 
car brand with the Capri coming in a close second. The Escort scored 36 per cent of the vote in a 
survey carried out by the organisers of The Classic Ford Show, beating the Capri in terms of legendary 
status. Launched in 1968, the Escort was sold in six generations and enjoyed an impressive 32-year 
production run, with the final hatchback model rolling off the production line at Halewood, Liverpool, 
in July 2000. In total, over three million Escorts were sold in Britain, making it one of the country’s best 
selling cars of all-time. It spawned several performance models, including the RSI600, the Mexico, 
the RS2000, The XR3, RS Turbo and RS Cosworth, all of which enjoyed astonishing motorsport 
success. Both of the iconic makes, along with other fine names from Ford’s past, such as the Anglia, 
Cortina, Mustang and Granada, along with more modem icons such as the Fiesta and Focus, will be in 
abundance at the show, which takes place at the Santa Pod racetrack in Bedfordshire on Sunday, June 
5. The Classic Ford Show, in association with Admiral, will play host to thousands of the best Fords in 
Britain, from club exhibitors and individual entrants.

Drivers wary of robo motors By: Stewart Smith 

MORE than half of UK motorist have their doubts about the safety of driving alongside new, self-driving autonomous vehicles 
which are being developed by several major companies. A survey by CCTV specialists SmartWitness found that 62 per cent of 
drivers said they would feel less safe on the roads alongside other vehicles with no human behind the wheel Around three- 
quarters of those surveyed said there would be added complications to resolving insurance disputes involving “robo cars.” 

Latest development of the autonomous motors reveal that people could be buying and driving robo cars as early as 2020 with 
the first trials on Britain’s roads due to start next year - starting on local roads and gradually extending to the motorway 
network. There is still great uncertainty over the new technology with motorists calling for strong safeguards to ensure there 
is a level playing field with insurance claims involving autonomous cars. Nine out of ten of the 1,000 people surveyed support 
the compulsory introduction of camera technology in all autonomous vehicles so there would be court admissible proof of 
exactly what had happened in the event of an accident. SmartWitness chief executive Paul Singh said: “It is incredibly exciting 
that Britain is taking the lead globally in the development of autonomous cars. “But these new findings from the SmartWitness 
survey show that there are still real fears from ordinary motorists about what will happen if they are in a collision with an 
autonomous car. “Around 40 per cent of all motor insurance claims are disputed, but how do you resolve a dispute when you 
can only hear evidence from one of the drivers involved? “The simplest way to eliminate the problem is to make camera 
technology compulsory in all autonomous vehicles. This will provide court admissible proof in the event of an accident and 
help to alleviate motorists’ fears about the introduction of driverless cars. “It is fantastic that the Government is embracing this 
new technology and powering forward, but proper safeguards need to be put in place to protect all motorists.” The company 
claims that just two per cent of accidents recorded on SmartWitness cameras result in disputed claims. Increasing numbers of 
private motorists are also using them to guard against “cash for crash” fraudsters and reduce insurance premiums.

Running down Derbyshire’s 195-7 was 
their highest-ever chase in this format 
and it delighted a healthy crowd at 
Wantage Road, who saw close to 400 
runs being scored. 

Cobb, who led the side in the absence 
of injured skipper Alex Wakely said: “If 
you came to both of the Steelbacks’ 
games, they both finished with a ball to 
spare, so we’ve not been short of enter¬ 
tainment.

That Northants have got themselves 
off to such a good start is partly in 
thanks to a couple outstanding knocks 
from South African opener Levi. 

He followed up his 61 at Leicestershire 
Foxes with 58 off 37 balls against the 
Falcons and his leading from the front 
has given Northants the perfect plat¬ 
form in chasing down their targets. 

Cobb said: “He’s done it around the 
world and he’s an exceptional player in 
this format, so the longer he can do that 
the better for us. It was a very good 
wicket and we got ahead of the rate early

Northamptonshire were saved by 
the weather in their County 
Championship match against 
Essex at Wantage Road with head 
coach David Ripley almost left to 
rue a poor evening session on day 
three.

Northampton Town captain Marc Richards 
saw his season cut short by an Achilles injury 
and the striker is now striving to ensure that 
he’s fit and firing for the Cobblers in time for 
pre-season in July. 

Richards was forced to sit out the final six 
games of the campaign after having surgery on 
the injury which had first ruled him out of 
action for a month from late February. 

Fortunately, his absence wasn’t felt too keenly 
as Northampton stormed to the League Two 
title as they secured the club’s first promotion 
for a decade. 

Under new manager Rob Page, they will soon 
by preparing for their first game in English foot¬ 
ball’s third tier since 2009, a level Richards last 
graced with Port Vale in the 2007/08 season. 

Richards said: “I’m just trying to make sure 
that I’m ready for that first day It’s not about 
getting fit right now, it’s about being fit for the 
first day of pre-season. 

“At the moment it’s going slow and steady, but 
it’s the right way to go.” 

Richards admits there was some frustration in 
missing the last few games of the season, which 
ended up amounting to one long celebration in 
what was a glorious campaign for the Cobblers. 

He said: “The day we won the league down at 
Exeter, I couldn’t be there because I had my feet 
up at home, as I’d just had an operation. 

“I’m not afraid to say it, I felt really emotional 
at the final whistle. I knew we’d won the league 
- I don’t think the lads knew for about 30 sec¬ 
onds or a minute after the game. 

“But that was the most disappointing thing for 
me, not being involved. I’m going to try and use 
that frustration to try and kick-start next sea¬ 
son.” 

Despite seeing his season effectively ended 
with over two months of it left, Richards still 
finished as top scorer with 18 goals - the same 
total as the previous year. 

The 33-year-old is now looking forward to test¬ 
ing himself in League One and he insists the 
step up in quality won’t be that steep for 
Northampton’s players.

“It’s been a while since I played in League 
One,” Richards said. “I had a couple of opportu¬ 
nities to play in League One. 

“I could have stayed at Chesterfield [in 2014] 
for a season and try to do it there, but I thought 
my best option at the time was to come to 
Northampton and getting them promotion back 
up my reasons for coming down. 

“I’ve got another year here now. I’m fully pre¬ 
pared and excited to get back - I missed a few 


games last season with injuries and I want to get 
back involved as soon as possible. 

“I don’t think there’s a big gap between League 
Two and League One. I think the big gap comes 
when you’re jumping up from League One to the 
Championship. 

“In saying that, there are some very big teams 
in League One at the moment, the likes of 
Coventry, MK Dons, Sheffield United. It’s going 
to be an exciting season for us.”
